Organization weans prosperity forl 


the country, England's greaiuess as i 
a nation only began with tfie organiza- ! 
tioii of the labor movement. The! 
eigarnutkers' union of this country, in I 
holding up wages in the tobacco trade, j 
proves the effects of unionism. The j 
guilds of Germany afford another 
proof of what ean be accomplished by j 
organization, the guilds appearing in j 
1600, encountering difficulties in se-j 
curing pay for their labor from the 
rich, and how they organized aad -were 
prosecuted, persecuted, and thrown 
into jail. Many times they were forced 
to change the name of their organiza- 
tion, and it was not until 1818 and 
1820 that they were given legal recog- 
nition of their movement to better 
their condition, to educate themselves, 
and to secure their lawful wages. The 
blue label, which the eigarmakers are 
fighting for. was the first signet of 
labor that showed the production was 
from the hands of a union man. The 
other - organizations now have labels. 
bat the eigarmakers were the first to 
use them. 


Another period entitled to attention 


is the evils of Chinese labor in Califor- 
nia; how it drove the white eigarmak- 
ers out of the state because they could 
not live on the starvation wages paid 
the Chinamen, and how these filthy 
lepers, with running sores on their 
hands and lips, woufd roll up and put 
the bead on the cigars with their 
mouths. It was enough to sicken even 
be lowest of animals. It finally be- 


known to the public, and the 


Chinese lepers were soon out of work 
and the white cigarmakers flocked 
iack into the state, organized, and are 
now 'prospering. 


Organization means the prosperity 


of the country. Take organized labor 
out of it, and what have you left? 
Jrganization raises the man from the 
rutter, educates him to the needs and 
•equirements of the day, Bringing 


together, they exchange ideas 


jeeome brighter and better men. 


Organized labor in its infancy has 


suffered persecution. Edward VI oi

to work unless he was paid fair wages 
was branded with a hot iron forming 
the letter "V," for vagabond. If he 
continued to refuse, he was branded 
with .a letter "S," meaning slave. 
Then if he refused, he was hanged. 


Poorly paid labor caused the panics 


in all business circles. As the labor- 
ers could not buy, the consequences 
were that merchants would not buy. 
The jobber and 'manufacturer lose by 
it, for they cannot sell. The relation 
of labor to these business men depends 
wholly upon labor, as they are the 
wealth producers, and through them 
wealth and happiness must come
